GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- 0X-Z3 

AN ORDINANCE creating a division of 
emergency medical services within the 
Department of Public Safety of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE : 

SECTION 1. That it is the purpose of this ordinance 
to upgrade the training, life-support equipment, communications 
systems, and coordination of the providers of ambulance service 
in the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 2. That it is the purpose of this ordinance 
also to remove the burden of providing this ambulance service 
in the City from the Fort Wayne Police Department and Fort 
Wayne Fire Department in order to permit greater efficiency 
and greater utilization of their resources. 

SECTION 3. That there is hereby created a division 
of emergency medical services within the Department of Public 
Safety, to be commonly known as the Division of Emergency 
Medical Services. 

SECTION 4. That this Division of Emergency Medical 
Services shall be the main provider of ambulance service for 
the City of Fort Wayne. 

SECTION 5. That this Division of Emergency Medical 
Services shall provide ambulance service, as it is commonly 
known, and concurrent medical services to the best of its 
abilities, where appropriate, and shall provide same without 
charge to the residents and citizens of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana. 

SECTION 6 . That this Division of Emergency Medical 
Services shall at all times and in all things be under the 
supervision, care, management, and exclusive control of the 
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Board of Commissioners , Department of Public Safety, City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, and shall be subject to whatever rules, 
regulations, guidelines, and executive administration such 
Board of Commissioners may from time to time authorize and 
promulgate . 

SECTION 7. That this ordinance shall in no way 
relieve from providing any and all ambulance and/or ambulance- 
related services other departments under the Department of 
Public Safety whenever conditions are such that a need arises. 

SECTION 8. That the employes of this Division of 
Emergency Medical Services shall be so employed by the 
Department of Public Safety, in accordance with standards created 
by its Board of Commissioners with advice from its medical 
advisor and the Fort Wayne Medical Society, and, once employed, 
such employees shall not be removed or disciplined except for 
cause, including, but not limited to, neglect of duty, viola- 
tions of rules, disobediance of orders, incapacity, absence 
without leave, conduct injurious to the public peace or welfare, 
or other breaches of discipline. 

SECTION 9. That the duties of said employees as 
mentioned herein of this Division of Emergency Medical Services 
shall be defined by the Department of Public Safety. 

SECTION 10. That this ordinance shall in no way, shape, 
or form increase the liability, including any direct liabilities 
or punitive liabilities, in its provision of ambulance and 
ambulance-related services, over or beyond what the City of 
Fort Wayne, in good faith, incurs by purporting to provide 
ambulance and ambulance-related services within Fort Wayne, be 
it at the competency level of this Division of Emergency Medical 
Services or at the competency level of the Fort Wayne Police or 
Fire Departments. 
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SECTION 11. That if one or more sections of this 
ordinance is or are found to be unconstitutional , that is, in 
contradiction with the Indiana or U.S. constitutions either, 
by a court of competent jurisdiction, such finding shall in no 
way affect the remaining sections of this ordinance. 

SECTION 12. That this ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
